Importation  of  Frozen  Chicken  to  Iraq 

It  has  been  reported  that  Rajai  Mouasher,  Minister  of  Supply,  Industry  and  Irade  has 
issued  ubstructions  to  stop  importing  and  distributing  frozen  chicken  until  further 
notice.   Ihis  step  has  been  taken  in  order  to  protect  the  domestic  poultry  industry, 
the  production  of  which  is  sufficient  to  satisfy  local  demand. 

FAS  SPONSORS  FOOD  EXhlBll  Al  MEFEX  '8b,  MANAMA,  BAHRAIN 

FAS  will  sponsor  a  U.S.  pavillion  at  MEFEX  86,  the  4th  biennial  Middle  East  Food  and 
Equipment  Exhibition,  the  leading  show  of  its  kind  in  the  Gulf  States  region. 

Scheduled  for  February  22-26,  1986,  at  the  Exhibition  Centre,  Bahrain,  MEFEX  86  will 
coincide  with  opening  of  the  causeway  linking  Bahrain  to  Saudi  Arabia's  Eastern 
Province,  the  largest  industrial  area  in  the  Middle  East.   Exhibits  will  cover  a  full 
range  of  foods  and  beverages,  hotel  and  catering  equipment,  food  processing 
equipment,  packaging  machinery  and  materials,  and  shop  fitting  and  equipment. 

Increasing  development  and  industrialization  in  the  area  have  led  to  massive  growth 
in  fast  food,  restaurant  and  hotel  chains  which  are  seeking  the  latest  food  and 
equipment  form  overseas.   In  addition,  hospitals,  schools,  factories,  work  camps,  and 
construction  sites  are  demanding  mass  catering  facilities  and  supplies.   Food 
products  in  high  demand  include  staples,  especially  wheat,  meat,  sugar  and  rice; 
quality  processed,  frozen  and  convenience  foods;  raw  materials  for  local  processing. 


Food  imports  are  estimated  to  be  342  billion  annually  in  this  region  of  the  world.

lunisia  -  1B1  Notification  85.124   Ihe  lunisian  National  Institute  for 
Standardization  and  Industrial  Property  issued  Decree  no.  85-665  (.product  covered  - 
all  products  having  approved  lunisian  standards)  on  April  27,  1985.   Ihe  Decree 
establishes  a  national  mark  of  conformity  with  standards.   Ihe  objective  and 
rationale  for  the  action  is  to  establish  a  certification  system  for  conformity  with 
standards  for  reasons  of  quality  control  and  improvement.  All  products  covered  by 
approved  lunisian  standards  will  be  covered  by  the  Decree.   Ihe  Decree  entered  into 
force  one  working  day  after  its  publication. 

Sweden  -  1B1  Notification  85.127  Ihe  Swedish  Products  Control  Board  has  issued  a 
proposal  (product  covered  -chemicals)  for  a  list  of  substances  which  should  be 
labelled  with  regard  to  cancer  risk.   According  to  the  Ordinance  on  Classification 
and  labelling  of  Products  Hazardous  to  health,  products  which  may  cause  cancer  should 
be  included  in  the  risk  category  "very  dangerous  products"  unless  the  probability  for 
the  products  to  cause  cancer  is  considered  to  be  very  low.   In  the  latter  case  the 
product  should  be  included  in  the  risk  category  "dangerous  products."  Criteria  for 
the  classification  of  substances  "which  may  cause  cancer"  have  been  detailed  in  the 
guidelines  published  by  the  Products  Control  Board  concerning  application  of  the 
labelling  Ordinance.   Ihe  Products  Control  Board  now  proposes  to  publish  a 
recommendation  list  of  chemicals  associated  with  a  risk  of  cancer  and  which  the  Board 
considers,  at  the  time  of  issue,  as  relevant  to  be  labelled.   Ihe  list  principally 
includes  substances  which  have  been  classified  with  "sufficient  evidence"  for 
carcinogenicity  to  humans  or  animals.   Ihe  objective  and  rationale  for  the  proposal 
is  protection  for  human  health.   Final  date  for  comments  on  the  proposal  is  September 
20,  1985. 

Sweden  -  1B1  Notification  85.131   Ihe  Swedish  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Environment  has  issued  proposals  for  (.product  covered  -  chemical  products  and 
substances)  government  ordinances  on  chemical  products  etc.   Ihe  government  is 
preparing  draft  ordinances  on  the  implementation  of  the  Act  on  Chemical  Products.   In 
order  to  finance  the  activities  of  a  new  authority  -  the  Chemical  Products 
Inspectorate  -  a  supervisory  charge  will  be  levied  for  products  notifiable  to  the 
Products  Register.   As  to  pesticides,  registration  approval  will  be  limited  to  five 
years,   hereafter  the  product  must  be  reappraised  every  five  years.   Ihe  need  for  the 
products,  as  well  as  other  criteria  will  be  considered  in  connection  with  the 
registration  procedure.   Ihe  objective  and  rationale  for  the  proposal  is  protection 
of  human  health.   Final  date  for  comments  on  the  proposal  is  September  25,  1985. 
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Switzerland  -  1B1  Notification  85.13b   Ihe  Swiss  Federal  Veterinary  Office 
has  issued  a  proposal  for  (product  covered  -meats)  an  order  on  placing  on  the 
market  of  meat  and  meat  preparations  with  stipulations  concerning  minimum 
protein  content,  hygienic  and  microbiological  requirements,  ingredients, 
deadlines  for  sale,  and  preserving  methods.   Ihe  objective  and  rationale  for 
the  proposal  is  public  health.   Implementing  provisions  for  the  Order  on  Meat 
Inspection,  to  the  extent  possible,  have  considered  EC  Directives  and  Codex 
Alimentarius  standards.   Final  date  for  comments  on  the  proposal  is 
October  15,  1985. 

Switzerland  -  1B1  Notification  85.137   Ihe  Swiss  Federal  Veterinary  Office 
has  proposed  (product  covered  -  food  additives  in  meat  and  meat  preparations) 
an  order  on  permitted  additives  in  foodstuffs.   Ihe  order  lays  down  provisions 
on  permitted  additives  in  meat  and  various  meat  preparations.   Four  additives 
are  being  added  to  the  list  of  permitted  additives,  and  one  (spermaceti)  is 
being  deleted  from  it.   Ihe  objective  and  rationale  for  the  proposal  is 
updating  of  the  list  of  additives  following  revision  of  the  Order  on  Meat 
Inspection.   Final  date  for  comments  on  the  proposal  is  October  15,  1985. 


GCC  ORGANIZATION 


Ihe  Agricultural  Irade  Office  Manama,  Bahrain,  has  been  advised  that  the  Gulf 
Cooperation  Council  (GCC)  member  states  formally  approved  the  establishment  of 
a  GCC  Standards  Organization  at  a  meeting  held  in  Riyadh  in  early  July.   Based 
in  Riyadh,  the  organization  will  be  separate  from  and  independent  of  any 
existing  standards  organization  now  in  operation.   (lhis  means  that  the  new 
entity  is  not  part  of  the  Saudi  Arabian  Standards  Organization.) 

Each  of  the  six  GCC  member  states  (i.e.,  Oman,  Kuwait,  Qatar,  the  united  Arab 
Emirates,  Saudi  Arabia,  and  Bahrain)  will  be  represented  on  the  new 
organization's  board  of  directors.   Representatives  from  the  individual  member 
states  will  be  appointed  from  their  countries  Ministry  of  Commerce  and 
Industry  (or  equivalent  organization). 

It  must  be  noted  that  the  new  GCC  Standards  Organizaion  will  only  coordinate 
the  approval  of  standards  proposed  by  the  six  member  states.   Acceptance  by 
the  GCC  Standards  Organization  does  not  repeat  not  mean  the  regulations  are 
binding  on  member  states.   Before  GCC  Standards  are  applicable  in  a  member 
state,  they  must  be  formally  adopted  by  that  nation's  national  government. 

Exporters  should  be  aware  that  the  term  "standards"  has  a  broad  meaning  in  the 
GCC  states.   While  product  specifications  can  be  explained  in  GCC  standards, 
published  standards  could  be  a  simple  definition  of  terms  or  a  listing  of 
approved  testing  procedures  for  a  product.   Each  GCC  member  state  will  publish 
the  standards  applicable  in  that  nation.   In  those  cases  where  a  GCC  approved 
standard  has  been  adopted,  the  official  document  will  bear  two  numbers — that 
assigned  by  the  local  authorities  and  the  GCC  standard  number.   For  example, 
the  Omani  government  recently  adopted  the  GCC  Labelling  Standard  which  is  C.C 
standard  #9.   Ihe  document  is  labelled  quote  Omani  Regulation  58  (GCC  Standard 
#9). 

Ihe  following  paragraphs  summarize  recent  legislation  in  the  GCC  states. 


Oman 

Recently  adopted  GCC  Standard  Number  9  (.labelling),  to  be  effective  November 
2,  1985. 

Local  importers  and  distributors  are  now  required  to  utilize  reefer  trucks 
when  transporting  frozen  and/or  chilled  food  products. 

On  June  29,  1985,  the  duty  on  pork  and  pork  products  was  raised  to  100  per 
cent. 

United  Arab  Emirates 

At  this  time,  the  UAE  has  not  formally  established  a  policy  regarding 
implementation  of  GCC  standards.  Accordingly,  the  regulations  governing  food 
importation  and  distribution  are  established  on  an  individual  basis  by  the 
local  authorities  within  each  of  the  seven  Emirates . 

Efforts  to  coordinate  the  policies  of  the  seven  Emirates  are  centered  in  the 
General  Secretariate  of  Municipalities.   Ihis  commission  is  part  of  the  UAE's 
Ministry  of  Finance  and  Industry).   It  does  not  have  authority  to  issue 
legislation;  rather  its  various  committees  make  recommendations  which  are 
passed  on  to  the  appropriate  officials  in  each  Emirate. 

With  respect  to  allowable  shelf  life,  only  five  commodities  have  limits 
established: 

canned  tomato  paste  one  year 

chilled  vacuum  packed  meat  three  months 

frozen  meat  one  year 

fresh  milk  five  days 

infant  milk  formula  eighteen  months 

Shelf  lifes  for  several  other  commodities  are  presently  under  consideration. 

Reefer  trucks  must  be  used  to  transport  frozen  and/or  chilled  items  in  Abu 
Dhabi  and  Dubai . 

Abu  Dhabi  has  implemented  regulations  requiring  a  shrink  wrap  or  outside 
protective  coating  on  all  non-returnable  glass  bottles  containing  beverages. 
Ihe  wrap  shall  begin  at  the  base  of  the  bottle's  neck. 

Bahrain 

The  Bahraini  Ministry  of  Commerce  and  Agriculture  has  endorsed  the  GCC 
Standard  #9 — labelling,  effective  July  9,  1985.  All  edible  items  now  imported 
into  Bahrain  must  repeat  must  comply  with  the  conditions  of  this  regulation. 

Ihe  following  shelf  lifes  have  been  established  for  food  items  imported  into 
or  produced  in  Bahrain: 
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(Room  temperature  ranges  between  25  to  32  degrees  centigrade)

Thus  far,  the  GCC  Standard  #9 — labelling  has  not  been  adopted  by  the  Qatari 
government.   Efforts  to  insure  that  all  food  items  are  suitable  for  human 
consumption  are  governed  by  a  regulation  passed  in  1967.   Since  1975,  the 
Government  of  Qatar  has  been  reviewing  several  proposals  designed  to  enhance 
the  current  legislation,   however,  no  definitive  action  has  been  taken.
